- You have all had the report and 
balance-sheet before you, and there- 
fore I need ‘not tuke them at any 
great. length, From the profit and 
Joss account you will observe that 
the gross profit is naturally con- 
siderably reduced owing to the 
facts first, that the balance-sheet 
js for.n nine months’ period, and, 
secondly, to the loss from the long- 
continued coal strike. From a cal- 
culation.I have:had made, the dif- 
ference the strike has meant to ps 
in fnereased cost of fuel and de- 
creased trade of the company and 
{ts subsidiaries .is about £560,000, 
and, of course, the nine months’ 
working covers the whole of ‘the 
cou! strike period. 1 would like 
to point out in this connection that 
we raised our. prices slightly. in 
agreement with our customers, but 
we, nevertheless, carried the 
greater part of the burden in con- 
tinuing our works on imported coal.
